and heireacf the call soon after 2 o'clock, 
his voieo having a hollow sound as it 
.soared anong the rafters of the almost 
empty n.iditormm. John C. Domn of 
ITolyoke presented a motion that Mr. 
Dnnn.act as permanent chairman of the 
• convention, which was carried. 


The same Mr. Doran then moved that 


all present'be admitted with or without 
credentials. This was carried, but a man 
in the rerir of the hall, who was rather 


j slow of comprehension, soon objected 


I after the vote had been declared nnani- 
| mous an-d it became necessary for a man 


named Doran, who sat well in front, to 
make a brief speech in which he said it 
was only courteous and complimentary to 
admit as delegates the brethren of the 
faith who had come to witness the pro- 
ceedings of the convention. The objector 
said he didn't care if they were all tried 
and true Democrats so everybody stood 
on the 8! me footing. It was decided to 
make tho nomination by acclamation. 


P. J. O'Connor presented the name of 


Roger P. Donoghue, but his remarks were 
brief nnc: shornof eulogv. 
Not so with

How the Day Was Passed in Combat- 


ing the Elemenls to Obey Col. 


Clark's Orders. Major Whip- 


pie's Advantage. The Fate 


of the Bicycles. 


The militia of Western Massachusetts 


had its annual battle with the weather 
Tuesday at Springfield. It was the 2d 
regiment's field day, which means that it 
rained. And because Col. Clark had pre- 
pared something new and unusually inter- 
esting for tne day's work, the weather 
also had prepared something a little worse 
than ever before wherewith to greet the 
700 or so soldiers and their big blue over- 
coats. With a mocking cruelty the skies 
and the thei-momoter wonted together to 
double the discomforts of the day for the 
command. The rain was enough to make 
hard the day's work, but in addition it 
was so warm that the heavy coats were 
almost worse than the wet, and the sold- 
iers had to choose between the two evils 
for nearly the entire forenoon. But in 
spite of these handicaps the regiment 
went through ail the really important 
part of the program, omitting only tbe 
parade in the alternoou. 


The work of the regiment was not be- 


gun until nearly 10 o'clock on account of 
the rain. The showers were hard and fre- 
quent, so that it looked for a time as 
though the work would have to be given 
up entirely. But finally Col. Clark de- 
cided to go through with the programi 
rain or shine, and gave orders which set 
tho different battalions in motion. Major' 
Whippleof Adams covered with his bat- 
talion that part of the city north of aline 
through Vernon street, Harrison avenue, 
Chestnut and State streets and out St. 
James avenue. Major FairbanKs of Wor- 
cester cover the city sonth of that line. 
The battalion of Major Sonthmayd of 
Springfield consisting of the local and 
Holyofee companies, was divided, Co. D of 
Holyoke going into Major Whipple's bat- 
talion and the local rnon taking the subur- 
ban towns. Co. B went to Indian Orchard 
and Ludlow, Co. G to Chicopee Falls and 
Co- K to West Springfield. 


Major Fairbanks maae hia headquarters 


ab tho corner of State and Myrtle streets 
and Company F of Gardner, under Cap- 
tain Stone, was left at the State street 
Methodist church as headquarters, send- 
ing parties from there to the neighboring 
district, including the Smith & Wesson 
pistol works, which ' were carefully 
guarded. Company C of Worcester, un- 
der Captain Ryder, was sent to the armory 
on Howard street, covering from there to 
Court square, with its buildings, the river 
front and many of the banks and public 
buildings. 
Captain Homans was sent 


wilh Company Hto the South-end bridge 
and guarded all the southern approaches 
to the city. Captain Barrett took Com- 
pany A of Worcester to the electric light 
and gas stations and much of the Water 
street district. 


Major Whipple was more fortunate in 


his territory, and by making his head- 
quarters at the union station esct\ped a 
good deal of the rain. This was not so 
much of an advantage to him as to Co J of 
Northampton, which was stationed there, 
guarding the arch and Lyman street up to 
the bridge over Chestnut street. Co E of 
Orange took the district from the river to 
Byers street, north as far as the railroad 
tracks. Co M of Adams took from there 
east between St. James avenue and Ihe 
tracks. Co D of Holyoke covered from 
the railroad to the North-end bridge as 
fur east as Chestnut street. Co L of Green" 
field had all the district around the Van 
Horn residence. 


The local companies in the suburban 


towns had the hardest duty of the day. 
Cos B and G are bicycle companies, and 
the orders to use wheels in going to their 
positions was obeyed by many, much to 
their grief. Co B had 01 men, ot whom 50 
were mounted. With Captain McDonald 
at their head they made a brave sight as 
they pushed out for Indian Orchard. Bat 
the return was very (liil'jrcnt. Several of 
the men brought their machines back on 
stretchers' six breaking from the strain of 
clogged mud on the way out. lu spite of 
thesa mishaps the ontirecompany reached 
lheir station at the Indian Orchard-Ludlow 
bridge in remarkably short time. There 
they staid for some Lours, warding off the 
rain as much as possible, and returning 
about 1 o'clock, inud-stained and weary. 
Co. G, with about 30 men on wheels, had 
much the same experience with Chicopee 
Palls. Two wheels were disabled on the 
way out, but the men reached the junc- 
tion oi Broadway and Main street, their 
headquarters, in good order. From there 
guards were sent out to all parts of the 
Falls, and on returnir.g,Ja full repoH and 
mao were made out. The company did 
not reach the regimental headquarters at 
the armory till about 2 o'clock. Captain 
Leonard was officer of the day at the arm- 
ory, and the company was in command of 
Lieut. J. P. Quirk. 


There were in all 693 men on duty, of 


whom 474 were privates. All the com- 
missioned staff officers were on dutyex- 
eept Assistant Surgeon Joseph T. Herrick 
of Springfield. The men were divided as 
follows: Field officers and staff, 20; Co A, 
56; Co B, 61; Co C, 44; Co D, 55; Co E, 51; 
Co F, 51; Co G, 57; Co H, 45; Co 1,58; CoK, 
61; Co L, 45; Co M, 53. Col. James Fs 
Souttcr and Col. F. S. Richardson ofth, 
1st brigade were among the guests of Col. 
Clark at headquarters. Surgeon O. J. 
Brown of thia city was on duty.

MILLIONS OP AN INCREASE. 


Malone, N. Y., Oct. 13.—Adirondack 


forest flies hove destroyed many thou- 
sands of dollars worth of timber in this 


j county. The extremely high winds have 
! started fires in many localities. Over 
[ 1000 acres in one tract of heavily tim- 


bered land were burned over in the town 
of Brandon, bordering the Malone town 
line. The fire warden says if the wind 
changes to the west many homes of 
farmers in that vicinity vill be de- 
stroyed. 


The east side of Mount Immortelle 


was burned all over, much valuable 
timber being destroyed. Fires are also 
burning in the woods at

A surprising report waa filed with the 


city clerk this morning and will cause 
considerable agitation in the city. The 
people will be alarmed over what they 
have escaped ami no doubt will be very 
grateful to the board of health for the in- 
terest that 
it has taken, to

city in the future. From the report it 
will be seen that there is only one lee 
pond, from which this city has been us- 
ing ice, that is a fit source of ice for do- 
mestic use. That pond is the Stamford 
reservoir. The Hudson brook ico pond 
when properly protected and the contam- 
ination now on it removed, will be a safe, 
source of ice supply. All the other ponds 
are declared unlit as sources of ice supply. 


The board of health has taken the mat- 


ter in hand and will see that none of the 
condemned ice is sold. It has sent notices 
to all of the owners of the condemned 
pdnds, forbidding them to sell or distrib- 
ute for domestic purposes any ice from 
their ponds. The board will see that its 
order is respected and the people need 
have no fear that the ice offered by any 
dealer to thera is not pure, for none such 
will be allowed to be offered. The order 
of the board of health goes into effect im- 
mediately. The report of the board of 
health and the report of Mr. Hopkins,the 
expert of the state board of health, fol- 
low and explain themselves: 


CITY OF NOBTH ADAMS, 


Office of the Board of Health, 


October 13,1897. 


The board of health of the city of North 


Adams, acting under chapter IS of the re- 
vised ordinances, have canoed to be 
examined the ice and thesonrces of supply 
of ice which is offered for sale and distri- 
bution in this city for domestic purposes, 
and have taken samples and caused proper 
and careful analysis of the same to be 


branch of tbe brook. Such conditions are 
decidedly objectionable and could bo 
easily remedied. The analyses of the ice 
and water of this pond show fairly goodt 
though not quite equal to Stamford reser- 
voir. I should consider this brook when 
proper protection is given as a proper and 
safe source for ice, and proper protection 
must imply a removal of the above men- 
tioned sources of contamination, 


Hlackiutou l*OEl<l. 


Blackinton ice pond is really a portion 


of the Hoosac river, separated from the 
remainder by the railroad embankment, 
but retains connection with the river by 
means of a stone culvert, it has also one 
feeding spring or brook, having a privy 
located on its bank, The water has a very 
foul and dirty appearance, through riot 
more so than tbe river. The fact tbat the 
Hoosac river is polluted with the sewer- 
age of Adams and North Adams would be 
enough to condemn it. This pollution is 
plainly shown in the accompanying analy- 


8is of polluted" water. In my opinion the 
water from this pond is entirely uusafe 
and unfit for domestic use. 


The Witt JConds. 


The Witt ponds are fed by a spring 


flowing down from the hillside, the water 
from the tipper pond overflowing into the 
lower pond, when desired, and thus fills 
it. The character of the water of this 
brook then, determines-.the character of 
the water in the pond unless some outside 
circumstance should affect it. This brook 
is sewered into by two houses, directly, 
also by two houses on the road to Adams, 
indirectly, that is into tbe gutter, which 
in time is connected with the brook. The 
brook also receives the street wash of tbe 
neighborhood. This brook water aa anal- 
ysed just before entering the pond shows 
chlorine, nitrogen and ammonia in dan- 
gerous quantities. There is not much 
| probability, I understand, of the river ris- 


ice from Hudson brook and Stamford 
reservoir, which are fairly free from ob- 
jectionable increments. This is a phe- 
nomenon fairly familiar to scientists and 
is due to the power of expulsion ot foreign 
matters by liquids in crystallization. 
Advantage is takea of this characteristic 
in the renuin? of several of the precious 
metals and others. The water as it cry- 
stallizes to ice expels the foreign chemi- 
cal substances of chlorine, nitrogen and 
ammonia as held in solution. This is emi- 
lently satisfactory, but it ia unfortunately 
true that the power is exercised to a much 
less degree on the enormously bacteria. 
Prof.Percy Franklin of London,an author. 
[ty on this subject has found typhoid germs 
still living after 103 days when frozen in 
ice. We must conclude, therefore, that 
water in crystallization does not expel 
disease germs or at least completely and 
those retained in the ice are in a danger- 
ously active state; and finally tbat the 
determination of the sanitary condition 
of an ice supply must be ttependcnton the 
quality of the water mainly if not entirely. 


Summit:;; t'p. 


I would therefore sum up by saying tha^ 


the Stamford and Hudson brook reser- 
voirs may be easily protected and made 


safe ice supplies, but that the Blackinton, 
upper and lower Witt and Flagg meadow 
ponds are decidedly unsafe, not 
be- 


cause of the contamination of the supply- 
ing streams, but because of tl\e proximity 
and influence of tbe Hoosac river. 


In answer to inquiries Irom i\Ir. Simp- 


son, 
chairman of the board, I will state 


that tbe only laws of Massachusetts con- 
cerning ice supplies are public statutes, 
chapter SO, section 101; acts of 1SS6, 
chapter 2S7. 


From Public ICeservolrs. 


You have the po-wer to cut ico from 


your reservoir, but the state board of 
health would never advise it and we 
would probably suggest that it was hardly 
worth while for any pecuniary considera- 
tion to risk contamination of a good water 
supply. In conclusion allow me to ex- 
press my gratitude for the friendly cour- 
tesy received at the hands of members 
and agent of your health department and 
of the gentlemen of the engineering de- 
partment."

BOAED op HEALTH. 


I?Ir. IffopHtiu*.5 lleport. 


The report of Mr. Hopkins follows: 


To the Health Department of the City 


of North Adams, DR. GEORGE F. 
SIMPSON, Chairman: 


In consequence of a request made to the 


state board of health of Massachusetts by 
the health department of the city of North 
Adams, I spent portions of the days 
August 24, 25, 26, and 27,18&7, in an inves- 
tigation of tbe ice supplies of the city of 
North Adams, in company with Dr. 
George F. Simpson, Mr. E. A. HJchardson 
and Mr. Bongbton, agent of the board. 
The condition of affairs was found to be 
as follows: The ice sold in North Adaraa 
by the various companies is cut from the 
i-Stamford reservoir, Hudson brook, the 
Hoosac river pond at Blackinton, the up- 
per and lower Witt ponds,.and the pond 
near tbe Flagg meadows. These various 
sources were visited, examined and sam~ 
pies of the ice collected, when possible, 
from all six sources. The analyses of 
ice and water are appended, and inter- 
pretations of the results are to be found 
in the proper places. 


t'lurSisbiirs Reservoir. 


Stamford or Clarksburg reservoir waa | 


formed by damming a small brook for 
water power overflowing meadows and 
forming a pond of apparently some 50 to 
100 acres. There are no structures on its 
immediate water-shed with the exception 
of a large and uew ice house at the edge 
of the pond. The pond is fed by springs 
apparently quite numerous and a brook 
of fair size. There is one house on the 
brook,occupied by a Mr. Hastins, situated 
so tbat its sink drainage may possibly 
reach the brook and eventually the reser- 
voir. Witb this exception there is no 
visible source of contamination. 
The 


analysis of the ice from this reservoir in- 
dicates very good quality, there be- 
ing little ammonia present and 
no 


nitrates or nitrites. The water from the 
same reservoir shows somewhat greater 
ammonias, nitrites and nitrates, though 
these are well within the limit of safety. 
"Oxygen consumed" appears rather high 
in all the analyses, this is, however, un- 
doubtedly dua to decaying vegetable 
matter (as grass) at the bottom of the 
pond and is a matter of little consequence 
in this ease. I should like to consider the 
Stamtord reservoir, with due care nnd 
watchfulness of the water-shed, as a per- 
fectly safe ice supply.

^Hudson brook po nd is formed by dam- 
ming the water of the brook, resulting in 
a small pond of about halt an acre in area, 
The ice house is dilapidated and in a filthy 
condition from half decayed sawdust, 
much of which must drain into tbis brook 
and affect its water deleterionsly. Be- 
sides this there are four places which un- 
doubtedly affect the water of the brook 
and which should and could, easily be 
improved. First. The Cooley place has 
a stable at the edge of the brook, the pig 
pen being within five feet from tbe bank, 
and a stream of liquid running from this 
Kiid the manure heap to the brook, Sec- 
oriQ. J. H. Beals has a stable on tbe edge 
of the brook, it is cleanly kopt, but the 
manure heap is dangerously near the 
bank. Third. Next above is a house owned 
by Anderson Harris, with the barn on tbe 
edge of the brook and a manure heap not 
more than two feet 
from the bank. 


Fourth. 
Some distance above this in 


Clarksburg is a house owned by William 
Henry of North Adams, whose sink and 
water closet drainage goes directly into * 


pond, but eveu supposing it to receive 
nothing but brook water the ice from 
such a supply would be unfit for domestic 


The lower pond takes the overflow from 


the upper pond and is J;herefore-to be in- 
cluded in the same category, especially as 
jts analysis shows a much more highly 
polluted water, due undoubtedly to prox- 
imity to Bartlettfs mill pond. An added 
element of danger here is the fact that 
the lower Witt pond is or was at the time 
of investigation only about 18 inches 
higher than Bartletttomill pond, which is 
in turn about on-a level with the river 
thus the overflow of 'the river banks is al- 
most certain to reaoh~tho-lower ponds, fill 
it with water and-leave a deposit, includ- 
ing sewerage matter which must further 
contaminate the spring water entering 
the same pond. This pond can therefore 
in my opinion not furnish-lce suitsble-for 
domestic purposes. 


Lower pond-near the Flagg meadows ij 


fed by two small streams, the one on the 
north end of the pond being the larger 
and running into the pond constantly. 
This brook receives sink drainage from 
Dean farm, also, the barn, pig-sty and 
rubbish heap are on-the banks of "this 
brook. At the south ond-of'the pond a 
small spring overflows into the pond at 
certain seasons of • the year. This spring, 
flowing through a horse trough, receives 
sink, drainage from two houses by a pipe. 
There are also four houses directly oppo- 
site the pond, whose sink drainage-goes, 
into tbe gutter arid-then in winter when 
the ice is formed on the ground can easily 
find its way across the road into the-field 
leading to the-pond. With all these-poor* 
sanitaryconditions it is not surprising to 
find chlorine high as also the ammonia 
and nitrogen. The analysis of the water as 
found in the pond, would therefore 'be 
sufficient to condemn it, but • here again 
the question of river. overflowing arises. 
It is well known that -the.pond is'flooded 
by river overflow, several.times in the 
course of a year, but inasmuch as there is 
an outlet from the pond to the river by 
which the pond may so-to-speak purge 
itself, it became desirable to see if this 
outlet did not allow for a more frequent 
contamination of the pond water that was 
uspect ed before. 
Mr. John H. Emigh, 


city engineer of North Adams, very 
kindlv conducted a series of ooservations 
for the establishment of this fact. 


Mr. Hopkins introduces at this point a 


table of levels submitted by Mr. Emigh, 
which have not been printed because they 
do not add to the understanding of the 
report unless needed for very careful crit- 
icism. Mr. Hopkins continues: 


'•This means," referring to the levels, 


"tbat the river has but eight one hun- 
dredths of a foot to rise before it reaches 
the level of the highest point in the bed 
of the stream from the pond to the river, 
and but fifty-five one huudredths of a loot 
to r.se from the average above stated be- 
fore it begins to back into the pond. This 
would indicate that any long continue i 
rain such as would raise the water of tho 
river a, foot or more would force the sew 
age-contaminaLed south branch of the 
Hoosac river into the ice pond, leaving its 
deposit of filthy mud on grass and earth 
to be slowly absorbed by the spring water 
coming in and much of it remaining to 
aifect tbe water to be frozen to ice. This 
is a very serious condition of things. Even 
if the simple expedient is resorted to of 
plugging the outlet there will still remain 
a difference of but 3-1S feet in levels to he 
overcome before the river overflows into 
the pond. 


It Is Entirely Unlit. 


It is then evident that the pond, is in 


eminent danger of contamination from 
the north branch of the Hoosac river and 
as such it is entirely unfit to supply ice lor 
domestic use. Some of the ice from this 
pond was found to be filled with a green 
alga somewhat disfiguring but not harm- 
ful otherwise as a green plant. 


Scientific Authority. 


It will probably be observed and possi- 


bly with some surprise that there is but 
little difference apparently between the 
analyses of the ice from Blackinton and 
Flagg's meadow pond which ponds are 
badly contaminated and of the sample o
